" At Augugta it first struck the saw rni 


at the lower part of the town, which it mo-i 
ed, together with the heavy stone wall o 
which it wus built, about two feet; next 
took a small frame house, with two person 
in it, across the street and over the rive 
bank; it caught another smtll_ tram 
dwelling, also with two females in it, com- 
pletely demolishing the building and depos- 
iting much of it in the river; it then ^truck 
Ur. Bradford's fine premises, twisting off 
^ d tearing up by the roots all of his fine 
shrubbery, among which were many cedars 
from twelve to eighteen inches in diameter. 
Be.-idcs the above i; took a number of peo- 
ple over the bank, blew down great numbers 
ofchimneys, took wagons, &c., into the riv- 
er, and strange to relate, no lives were lost 
or any one seriously injured. It then cross- 
ed the river, taking in its course a small 
fiatboat, occupied by an Italian for manu- 
facturing plaster toys, &c., lilting it some 
thirty feet out ol'the'waler, and after turn- 
inn it over a number of times, quietly depos- 
ited it back in the river, bottom up. Next 
it struck a large two story brick house, on 
the Ohio side, leveling every wall complete- 
ly with the ground. Next it demolished 
a'not her barn; then took the body of a new 
log house, a span of norsts, wagon, &c. 
which including thehoube logs had not been 
heard from when our informant left the 
scene. It destrr yed every building and all 
of the fine orchards of Mr. Patterson, to- 
"ether with anothar fine brick house, on its 
travel toward White Oak, and yet no lives 
lost so far as heard from."
